The United States cruiser Olympia, 
with Admiral Dewey on board, has 
ai rived here fiom Manila. She was 
saluted by the ships of ah national- 
ities. 


Admit al Dewey, Captain Lamber- 


ton, ^Lieutenant Brumby and United 
States Consul Wildman weie received 
by a guard of honor of the royal 
Welsh fusiliers when they landed to 
visit the governor of Hong Kong, Sir 
Henry A. Blake; Major General Gas- 
coigue, in command of the troops, and 
Commodore Powell, commanding the 
naval forces. 


The vigit was afterwards returned 


by the officials mentioned. 


Admiral Dewey is in bad health, 


being too ill to attend the queen's 
birthday dinner. 


The Olympia is going to dock here 


and will remain ten days at the port. 


ARE STILL DICKERING. 


Manila, May 23.—6:15 p. m.—The 


Filipino commissioners spent the day 
at the residence of the American 
commissioners. 
They 
discussed 


every point of the scheme of govern- 
ment and the peace proclamation de- 
tails asking for information as to 
what personal rights would be guar- 
anteed them. Col. Charles Denby, of 
the American commission, explained 
that they would be the same as un- 
der the United States constitution. 
The Filipinos also desired informa- 
tion as to the school system to be 
established, and approved of the 
American policy of the separation of 
church and state. They chiefly ob- 
jected to the scheme on the ground 
that it gave them personal liberty, 
which they know they would have, 
but did not give them political lib- 
erty. 


Finally, the Filipinos said they 


were personally pleased 
with 
the 


plan, but could not endorse it offi- 
cially. 


During the day the Filipino com- 


missioners called upon Major General 
Otis and they will repeat their call 
tomorrow. 


There is much comment here on the 


outing the Filipino envoys are enjoy- 
ing. They are arrayed in blue coats, 
scat let trousers and gold lace, and 
diive about the city, revelling in the 
attention bestowed on them, which 
is evidently exceedingly gratifying 
to them. 


They are the centers of continual 


levees at Filipino houses, where they 
have been entertained and have had 
every opportunity to'advance the in- 
terests of the insurrection. 


Military sentiment disapproves of 


the Filipinos being lionized by the 
civilian element. 


General Otis, from anti-beirsm ex- 


perience, and owing to the Filipinos' 
fondness for success, has maintained 
the attitude he assumed the first 
commission. He has had no offer to 
make the Filipinos save that they 
lay down their arms without terms. 


The army believes that if we intend 


to gain in the Philippine islands it 
will be cheaper in the long run to 
whip the insurgents so thoroughly 
that they will be glad of the opportu- 
nity to surrender, rather than to 
parley 
with 
them 
and 
make 


teims which they would construe as a 
compromise. The army is also of the 
opinion that while the first course 
may cost more men and money in the 
begiunig than the latter, it will prove 
an effectual damper upon future in- 
surrection, whereas if the war is end- 
ed by a compromise, the professional 
revolutionists among the Tagals may 
be encouraged to try again in a few 
years. 


Professor Schurman, speaking of

sario, General Luna is absolute dic- 
tator and Aguinaldo fears 
him. 


Every Filipino leader, it is added, 
suspects the others of treachery. The 
rscent meeting of the Filipino con- 
gress was to secure a new cabinet 
and the question of peace was not 
formally considered, as the members 
feaied General Luna's displeasure. 


The Filipino government was una- 


ble to secure a secietary of the treas- 
ury. 


All those who were offered the 


portfolio declined to accept it. 


NOW THE RIGHT TIME. 


New York, May 23.—A despatch 


to the Herald from Manila says: 


President Schurman, of the Ph}l- 


ippine commission, has made this 
statement concerning the plan of 
government offered to the Filipinos: 


;'Now that the American arms are 


successfully bringing the war to a 
close it is an opportune moment to 
submit the scheme of government 
which is authorized by the president, 
who believes that conciliation is as 
necessary as force. 


"The present scheme should satisfy 


the legitimate aspirations of the Fil- 
ipino people for participation in their 
own government. It gives the in- 
surgents a good opportunity to lay 
down their arms. 


'Under it they will possess more 


freedom than under the Malolos gov- 
ernment, even though the latter de- 
clares them an independent and sov- 
ereign state."

THE PARIS RIDES EASY. 


FalmoutX Eng., May 23.—The 


most of the passengers of the Amer- 
ican liner Paris, which ran on the 
rocks off Lowlands Point, near Cover- 
ack, Cornwall, early on Sunday, while 
on her way to New York from South- 
ampton, have left here on special 
trains this morning. Some of them 
will go on board the North German 
Lloyd steamer Kaiser Wilhelm Der 
Grosse, which is scheduled to touch 
at Southampton today, but the ma- 
jority of them will take passage on 
board the American line steamer St. 
Paul, which is to sail for New York 
from Southampton on Saturday next. 
The travelers were intensely grateful 
to the Cornish folk for the unstinted 
hospitality of the latter, and as the 
trains moved out of the station the 
passengers lustily cheered those who 
had assembled on the platform to 
wish them godspeed. 


The weather continues favorable to 


the stranded ship. A light wind is 
blowing, but there is no serious wash. 
Surveys that have been made—show 
the Parts to be resting more favor- 
ably, owing to the fact that she has 
been considerably lightened. 


She is not straining, at all and 


there is a perceptible movement of 
the ship as the swells roll beneath 
her, showing that there is a clear 
passage, free from the rocks. Should 
the steamer show signs of straining 
when taken off it is proposed to run 
her on a flat sandy beach adjoining 
the place where she struck.

The officers of the Paris still refuse 


to furnish any explanation of her 
getting out of her course. An official 
of the board of trade boarded her for 
the purpose of obtaining some in- 
formation on the subject, but her 
officers refused to answer any ques- 
tions on the ground that the British 
board of trade has no jurisdiction in 
the matter and that the inquiry into 
the disaster must take place in the 
United States, as the Paris is under 
the American flag. 


WILL NOT BUILD THIS YEAR. 


A member of the building commit- 


tee of the Third Presbyterian church 
stated today that it had never been 
the intention of the committee to 
commence building the new chuich 
this year, the reason being that all 
the plans have not yet been formu- 
lated. He stated that the lots on the 
northwest corner of Taber and Harii- 
son streets, had passed into the hands 
of the church, the papers having 
been signed, and a payment made.

Some Parts of the Indianapolis 


Plan May Be Successfully 


Carried Through. 


New York, May 23.—A special to 


the Heiald from Washington says: 


Advocates of currency refoim are 


somewhat disappointed with the re- 
sults of the deliberations of the ic- 
publican caucus committee appointed 
to formulate a legislative program. 
It had been hoped the members of this 
commission would agree upon a com- 
prehensive scheme of currency and 
bank reform that would command 
the support of a majority in each 
house of congress. 


This committee, is now, however, 


confronted by the fact that whatever 
bill is carried through Congress must 
be put forward as a republican party 
measure and must have the support 
of practically the entire republican 
membership in the house, where 
their majority is very small. 


There weie disagreements among 


the members of the committee their^- 
selves and even those who were pre- 
pared to endorse the principle of the 
Indianapolis scheme were unable to 
get together as to details. 


The very moderate scheme agreed 


upon by the committeemen repre- 
sents not only their judgment as to 
what they will be able to get through 
the house, but what they were able 
to agree upon themselves. 


The program, however, is generally 


looked upon as a step iu the right 
direction. It proposes to adopt defi- 
nitely the gold standard by enacting 
into positive law what is now largely 
a matter of construction and prece- 
dent and making all the obligations 
of the country payable in gold on 
demand. 
The proposition to re- 


issue greenbacks only in exchange 
for gold will, if enacted, destroy the 
"endless chain" and prevent the 
same greenback being used time 
after time to withdraw gold from the 
treasury. 


Only two propositions are made to 


increase the volume of national bank 
circulation. It is proposed to per- 
mit the banks to issue notes up to 
the par value of their bonds and to 
permit the establishment of banks 
of $25,000 capital in small towns. 


It is expected that the first of these 


will lead to a considerable increase 
in national bank circulation, as it 
will tend to increase the profits on 
note issues. 


The proposed 
authorization of 


banks of small capital in small towns 
is to meet the complaint of commu- 
nities in the south and west, that 
they are compelled to do their bank- 
ing in the large cities and that the 
profits on this business sre with- 
drawn from their neighborhood. 


There is no possibility of any ideal 


financial legislation being enacted 
by the Fifty-sixth congress and it is 
improbable that even the moderate 
measure 
proposed by the caucus 


committee will fill.

Minneapolis, Minn., May 23.— 


Much surprise was manifested today 
when the general assembly of the 
Presbyterian church, without a dis- 
senting vote, accepted the report of 
the committee on bills and overtures 
in favor of making no attempt this 
year at union with the church south. 


More than sixty overtures had been 


received from the presbyteries re- 
questing-that some action in the di- 
rection of union be taken. 


It appears that the church north 


has decided to hold back until the 
church south gives some sign of re- 
ciprocating the reunion sentiment, 
which is so strong in the north. 


The composition of the judicial 


commission to tiy the Waizeawiak, 
Bahuchus and Lane cases was an- 
nounced this morning. Judge Robert 
N. Wilhson, of Philadelphia, is made 
chairman of the first, Dr. David G. 
Wylie, of New York, of the second, 
and Dr. Frank W. Sneed, of St. Louis, 
of the third. 
Warzeawiak and his 


counsel, Rev. James Patterson, of 
New York, are on the ground and 
confidently expect to be granted a 
new trial before the session of the 
Fifth avenue church. S. B. Brownell 
will oppose them. All the commis- 
sions are made of sixteen members. 


Dr. Robert F. Coyle, of Oakland, 


Cal., presented the report of the com- 
mittee on home missions. It highly 
approved of the board's work. Its 
new president, Rev. D. Stuart Dodge, 
recommended the re-election of mem- 
bers whose terms expire and pro- 
posed some changes in the adminis- 
tration. Rev. Charles T. Thompson, 
corresponding secretary of the board 
of home missions, and Dr. Dodge ad- 
dressed the assembly. 


On overtures relating to freedom 


of worship at Annapolis academy the 
committee reported favorably and the 
report was adopted. 


The committee reported on an over- 


ture asking whether Presbyterian 
young people's societies could be per- 
mitted to affiliate with young people's 
societies of churches which do not be- 
lieve in justification by faith alone, 
but who do not hold baptism neces- 
sary to salvation. It was held that 
this was not a matter for the general 
assembly to rule on.

ored laborers on the Mexican Central 
railroad. Jose Santo, a Spanish ne- 
gro, attempted to assault the wife of 
Senor Duply, a ranch owner, and es- 
caping fiom the plantation, was 
tracked by bloodhounds and in com- 
pany with nine others, was captured 
in a hut on the river bank opposite 
Eagle Pass. The regulators did not 
attempt to prove the guilt of any of 
the negroes, but hung three of them 
and shot four more who were at- 
tempting to escape. The officials are 
swearing in deputies, as race trouble 
is threatened in the colored quarter. 


Four of the negroes killed are 


Americans and have all served sen- 
tence in the Texas penitentiary.

Colored Men Charged With Rape 


Hanged and Shot—Race 


War Is Likely. 


SPANISH WAR CANNON. 


Washington, May 23.—The war de- 


partment is in possession of about 
140 pieces of artillery captured or 
surrendered as a result of the war 
with Spain. Many applications have 
been received at the war department 
for the loan of these guns and few of 
them have been granted. The act of 
congress under which the distribu- 
tion is made sanctions such loans or 
gifts only to G. A. R. posts, soldiers' 
memorial associations 01 municipal- 
ities. The department is not yet set- 
tled in the acceptance of General Otis' 
decision that the Spanisu government 
is entitled to all of the cannon in the 
Philippines outside of those brought 
in by the American army. The par- 
agraph in the peace treaty relating 
to the ownership of this artillery ad- 
mits of a double construction, but the 
weight of opinion in the department 


that the United States is at least 


entitled to the possession of the guns 
captured and surrendered before the 
signing of the peace protocol. This 
would include the bateries at Cavite, 
Corregidor island, at the mouth of 
Manila bay, and probably those in 
the fortifications of Manila itself. 


HID HIM IN THE WOODS. 


Indianapolis, May 23.—Governor 


Mount received a telegram 
from 


Bloomfieid yesterday afternoon say- 
ing the sheriff had started to the pen- 
itentiary with Dr. E. E. Gray, sen- 
tenced to life imprisonment for kill- 
ing Malissa Skinner. Messages re- 
ceived earlier in the day indicated 
that the people were indignant that 
the death penalty was not fixed and 
that the prisoner's life was in danger. 
The governor telephoned the sheriff 
to protect the prisoner at all hazards, 
if there should 'be any attempts to- 
ward mob violence. The sheriff re- 
plied: 
"I know he was safe last 


night, for I took him out and hid 
him in the woods." Governor Mount 
was astounded at this and told the 
sheriff he had done a foolish thing. 
He instructed him to keep Gray in 
the jail and not to take him out until 
he was ready to remove him to the 
penitentiary.

GRAIN SCOOPERS WILL WORK. 


TERMS OF PEACE INVOLVE A 


COMPROMISE. 


STRIKERS HAVE BEST OF IT. 


SYMPATHETIC 
STRIKES

BREAKING UP. 


Buffalo, N. Y., May 23.—The grain 


shovellers' strike was settled at 8:45 
this morning, when an agreement, 
signed by Contractor Conners, to 
withdraw all men now employed by 
him as grain shovellers and to sub- 
mit the names of his old men to a 
committee of five, composed of two 
members each from old and new lo- 
cals 51, with President Keefe, of the 
Longshoremen's association, as chair- 


man, 
who shall decide upon the eli-\ 


gibility of such members to join new 
local 51, was accepted by President 
Keefe and Rev. Mr. Albertson, repre- 
senting the striking shovellers. 


The agreement will be announced 


to the strikers today, but as the com- 
mittee which conferred with Mr. Con- 
ners had full power to act it is, be- 
lieved there will be no further hitch 
and the men will resume work tomor- 
row morning. 
In the meantime -it 


is expected the freight handlers and 
others who struck out of sympathy 
for the scoopers will return to work. 


While the final agreement limits 


the date for returning to work to 7 
a. m.., May 25, it is confidently ex- 
pected that a majority of them will 
be at work tomorrow morning and 
that the work of unloading the num- 
erous vessels now in this port #iU 
proceed rapidly.

Housekeeping Account*. 


The habit of keeping a strict account 


of every cent received and spent is one 
of the most effectual checks to unneces- 
sary outlay. If it\is to be of any ser- 
vice this accouut must 1m kept regular- 
ly and precisely. The entries, however 
trifling, should be made dally, and at 
the end of the week the sum total on 
either side should be added up and bal- 
anced, care being taken to notice 
whether the cash in hand agrees with 
the statement of accouut. At certain 
fixed dates, such as the end of each 
week or the end of each month, (lie 
details of payment should be examined, 
and each Hem carried out and plaoeil 
under Its respective head, such as 
meat, bread, milk, beer, etc. 


By this means a comparison can be 


easily made between the expenses of 
one week and those of another, and ex- 
cess or unnecessary expenditure can be 
at once discovered and checked. When 
the ready money system is not adopted 
in the family, and bills are sent ill for 
payment, a separate book should be 
kept, In which an entry can be mad;- 
of every article supplied for household 
use, and this book should be compared 
with the tradesmen's accounts when 
they are presented for payment, so that 
any discrepancy between the two may 
be pointed out and rectified.

DoiiiK Up Men's Linen. 


Where Is the man who does not have 


his occasional grumbling over the way 
his shirt bosom bulges out ami (hi

way his collar sets. Now th<.' trouble 
is all in the ironing. They are stretched 
the wrong way. Damp linen is ver> 
pliable, and a good pull lengthwise of 
the bosom wil bring the uecltbaud waj 
up under the chiu, hence the bulging 
out of the bosoiu, while a lengthwise 
pull of the collar will make it too long 
to fit the neckband. Both should be 
pulled and ironed crosswise. A small 
piece of white was will prevent the 
irons from sticking, if added to the 
starch while hot, and by adding a little 
borax the linen will be made nuich 
stiffer. 
And the principal secret in 


glossing the linen is 10 use a heavy flat 
iron, which must be smooth and bright, 
and then apply plenty of "elbow 
grease." 


Potato Soup. 


Wash, pare and boil about four medi- 


um-sized potatoes with one stalk celery 
until very soft. 
When done, drain 


them, save the water, aud mash the. 
potatoes; add one tablespoouful butter, 
one teaspoonful salt, one-half teuspoon- 
ful pepper, one-half teaspoonful celery 
salt, one teaspoonful chopped parsley 
and two medium-sized onious 
which 


have been chopped fine and browned; 
then slowly add the potato water; stir 
it in with the potato masher; put'it on 
to boil again; then -wet oue-half table- 
spoonful flour in cold water and stir iu 
the soup. Let boil five minutes, and 
serve very hot. 


Rye Muffins, 


Two teacups rye flour, half teacup 


wheat flour, two or three tablespoons 
molasses, a beaten egg, two scant tea- 
spoons tested baking powder aud millc 
to make a not too thick batter. Have 
the pans very hot before putting in the 
mixture and bake in a quick oven. An- 
other recipe: A teacup aud a half 
wheat flour, a teacup and a half of rye 
flour, an egg, cue scant teaspoon cream 
tartar, half .teaspoon soda, made, into 
a moderately stiff batter with new 
milk. 


Pot Pie Dumplings. 


To one quart of flour add two table- 


spoonfuls, of baking powder, one-half 
teaspoonful of salt and one beaten egg. 
Mis with sweet milk as stiff as can be 
stirred with a spoon. Twenty minutes 
before the meat is done drop dum- 
plings into the kettle with a spoon. Be 
sure and keep kettle tightly covered 
and constantly boiling, for the twenty 
minutes. These dumplings are to be 
cooked with beef, chicken, etc.

There 
are always cogent reasons for their ex- 
istence, and one does not want a tailor 
suit everlastingly; .so these few words 
anent capes. 


A summer capo does not owe Its exist- 


ence to the need of warmth, so they are 
usually of rather light stuffs. Coarse 
net with fancy designs done In silk 
soutache makes an ideal cape. Natural- 
ly net alone would be scarcely enough, 
so it is lined with a light quality of taf- 
feta glace, and this is finished off with 
all the way from one to six narrow 
plaited ruffles, some of silk and others 
of lisse. 


One had a deeo viiflte frf teffeta.Dinked 
at the bottom, with a. deep one ot piait. 
ed lisse edged with fine black lace and 
ribbon. The collar was made of frills 
of lace and ribbon bows, wired to keep 
in place. 


A small shoulder cape to wear with 


light dresses has,the upper-part of it of 
black lisse boulllonne. At intervals 
there are palm leaves of shirred black 
ribbon, with a dozen or so spangles in 
the turn and a line of them down the 
stems. Around the bottom is a draping 
of lace and below that a deep ruffle of 
black chantillyi, with a narrow ruffle, of 
crepe lisse set directly on the edge. The 
collar was very high in the back of the 
neck. In front there was a cascade of 
the lace reaching a little below the 
waist. This is really elegant. 


Most of the capes are shaped to the 


shoulder and are not so very large 
around. One very . handsome though 
not very showy one was made of heavy 
black faille. It had two serpentine ruf- 
fles set at the bottom. In a neat all 
over design were sewed fine cut jet 
beads. 
The coHar was trimmed in 


similar manner, and the inside of it was 
covered with a close shirring of crepe 
lisse, which was also used to make a 
double tie edged with a shirring of chif- 
fon.

what pretty effects one can obtain by 
uniting chiffon, silk mull and crepe 
lisse in fancy neckwear or as trimming. 


A dressy little cape to throw over the 


shoulders is made of light gray cra- 
vanette, unlined. The cape itself reach- 
es to the bend of the_elbo\v and is there 
edged with a shaped flounce, also un- 
lined and edged with a narrow ruffle ol 
white waterproofed-crape. There are 
four shaped flounces of the cravanette 
all edged with the ruffles. The Collar is 
also trimmed with" a triple row of them. 


There was another cape of cashmere 


moat elegant. It "was gathered at the 
neck and shirred in,four rows to a 
round yoke. The^cAshroere. was .van- 
dyked 18 inches deep arid doubled black 
silk net stretched b'etween. All over 
this and on the points was a superb 
pattern of raised black silk embroid- 
ery with an exceptionally heavy edge. 
At the neck was a medium high collar 
of embroidery to match and an immense 
double bow of black moire ribbon at 
the throat. There arecalao^niany light- 
weight cloth capes, some pinked and 
sonic perforated with satin of some 
contrasting color under the perfora- 
tions. This always shows through with 
excellent effect. 
Others are braided, 


and I remember one of fine black broad- 
cloth, unlined. 


This had a very elaborate design 


wrought upon it in shirred black gauze 
ribbon. . Around the edge was a ruffle 
of crepe lisse, with another of black 
chantilly over that. 
This was very 


handsome and likewise expensive. . 


Black goods perforated over white 


satin make some of the most striking 
of the finest wraps of the season. Near- 
ly all of these have large perforations 
and these outlined with very fine jet 
beads. Black and white effects continue 
to be the choice of our very best dress- 
ers. 


There is a novelty in the making of 


some very swell capes. They cut out a 
roundish space as large as a rose with 


with V"belt of black' silk" draped to 4 
point'. 


The waist was prettily wrought with

npon the "Life and Wqrka of Susan B. 
Anthony" and at present as correspond- 
ent to the New York Sun npon woman's 
work, especially that pertaining to the 
suffrage question. 


Mrs. Harper is a woman of rare liter- 


ary attainments and a writer of marked 
ability and versatility. When a very 
young woman, she began a witty and 
original series of articles in the Terre 
Haute Saturday Evening Mail, which 
continued for 12 years. During this 
time she ably edited a woman's depart- 
ment in The Fireman's Magazine, the 
largest labor periodical in tbe country, 
edited by Eugene V. Debs. Being aft 
extensive traveler, Mrs. Harper corre- 
sponded for the Chicago Times and In- 
ter Ocean, Detroit Free Press, Cleve- 
land Leader, Indianapolis Journal, New 
York Christian Union and other large 
papers. 


In 1889 she became managing editor 


of the Terre Haute Daily News, carry- 
ing this paper through a political cam- 
paign and supporting an independent 
ticket, which was elected entire. Later 
Mrs. Hat per was an editorial writer on 
tbe Indianapolis Ne'ws and made a 
specialty of paragraphing, her work be- 
ing widely copied. 


She wrote one of tbe monographs for 


Indiana and read several papers before 
the World's fair congress, receiving a 
diploma of honorable mention from tbe 
board of managers.

ARE STILL DICKERING. 


Manila, May 23.—6:15 p. m.—The 


Filipino commissioners spent the day 
at the residence of the American 
commissioners. 
They 
discussed 


every point of the scheme of govern- 
ment and the peace proclamation de- 
tails asking for information as to 
what personal rights would be guar- 
anteed them. Col. Charles Denby, of 
the American commission, explained 
that they would be the same as .un- 
der the. United States constitution. 
The Filipinos also desired informa- 
tion as to. the school system to be 
established, and approved of the 
American policy of the separation of 
church and state. . They chiefly ob- 
jected-to the scheme on the ground 
that it gave them personal liberty, 
which they know they would have, 
but did not give them political lib- 
erty. 


Finally, the Filipinos said they 


were personally pleased 
with 
the 


plan, but could not endorse it offi- 
cially. 


During the day the Filipino com- 


missioners called upon Major General 
Otis and they will repeat their call 
tomorrow. 


There is much comment here on the 


outing the Filipino envoys are enjoy- 
ing. They are arrayed in blue coats, 
scarlet trousers and gold lace, and 
drive, about the city, revelling in the 
attention bestowed on them, which 
is evidently exceedingly gratifying 
to them. . 


They are the centers of continual 


levees .at.Filipino houses, where they 
have been entertained and have had 
every opportunity to.'advance the in- 
terests of the insurrection. 


Military sentiment disapproves of 


the .Filipinos being lionized by the 
civilian element. 


General Otis, from anti-heiirnn ex- 


perience, and owing .to the Filipinos' 
fondness for success, lias maintained 
the attitude he assumed the first 
commission. He lias had no offer to 
make the Filipinos save that they 
lay down their arms without terms. 


The army believes that if we intend 


to gain in the Philippine islands it 
will be cheaper in the long run to 
whip the insurgents so thoroughly 
that fhey will be glad of the opportu- 
nity to surrender, rather than to

LAST DAY W THE SESSION. 


Washington, May 23,—The war de- 


partment is in possession of about 
140 pieces of artillery captured or 
surrendered as a result of the war 
with Spain. Many applications have 
been received at tne war department 
for the loan of these guns and few of 
them have been granted. The act of 
congress under which the distribu- 
tion is made sanctions such loans or 
gifts only to G. A. R. posts, soldiers' 
memorial associations ov municipal- 
ties. The department is not yet set- 
tled in the acceptance of General Otis' 
decision that the Spanisu government 
is entitled to all of the cannon in the 
Philippines outside of those brought 
in by the American army. The par- 
agraph in the peace treaty relating 
to the ownership ot this artillery ad- 
mits of a double construction, but the 
weight of opinion in the department 
is that the United States is at least 
entitled to the possession of the guns 
captured and surrendered before the 
signing of the peace protocol. This 
would include the bateries at Cavite, 
jorregidor island, at the mouth of 
Manila bay, and probably those in 
the fortifications of Manila itself.
